David Stanton, a member of the 
committee on arrangements, served 
as master of ceremonies. The invo­ 
cation was given by John Carter. 
After joining in the pledge of a l­ 
legiance,

“America’’ with the accompaniment 
of the band. John Myers, a G ettys­ 
burg high school student, recited 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address 
Fought for Gause of Liberty 
In his address Mr. Grinnell paid 
tribute to “those staunch and true 
men and women we honor today who 
so willingly forgot their own personal 
welfare and linked their lives and 
all that they were with the cause of 
liberty and Justice.” 
He continued: "And yet even in 
death these Americans lying here 
are to be envied because they got 
what comes to few men — an op­ 
portunity to be of direct, vital serv­ 
ice to the country. 
To be young, to 
be fit and to have a part however 
sm all in the great events that are 
making the world over into a hap­ 
pier and safer place for our children 
to live in is som ething for a man 
to be proud of now and to remember 
with satisfaction to his last day." 
He pledged that: “We who stand 
here in your memory will continue 
to strive to reach the ideals for

you suffered, 
fought 
a n d 
died ” 
Calling for a closer under­ 
standing between Americans, he as­

Battled for Ideal 
He continued; “This afternoon we 
are gathered to pay our respects to

their lives for something they held 
to be dearer than life. . . . 
“Those we honor today were not 
primarily concerned about their own 
life and happiness. They were pri­ 
marily concerned about the cause to 
which they were willing to give 
their last full measure of devotion. 
They did not go to battle to win safe­ 
ty and security for themselves; they 
went to do battle, for an ideal, a con­ 
viction, a loyalty which they knew 
full well did not guarantee them 
one bit of personal gain. They gave 
everything they had in a bold ad­ 
venture which promised nothing but 
privation, 
misery, 
hardship 
and 
probably the loss of their own life's 
blood, 
“Contrast this spirit with the tem ­ 
per of the present streamlined, up­ 
holstered. encyclopedic generation. 
Tile present generation of which I 
am a member is to an appalling ex­ 
tent a disillusioned one. 
Ideals and 
beliefs and convictions which meant 
everything to our forefathers have in 
large part become meaningless and 
hollow. . . . Consequently, members 
of the present generation are su­ 
premely concerned with themselves 
since there Is nothing else to be 
seriously concerned about. 
“Tile present generation had bet­ 
ter take seriously the ideal for whieh 
our soldier dead fought some 75 
years ago—the ideal of human free­ 
dom 
Our immediate concern 
in America is the status of freedom 
in our own country in the face of 
the eclipse of freedom throughout 
the world. 
There is abundant evi­ 
dence that a psychology quite at 
variance with that of freedom is 
gripping the American mind. 
It is 
a psychology of security at all costs

The artist’s 
thought about the latter was that 
after a time he would wake up and 
attribute his failure to get anywhere 
in life to the fact that he was born 
under an unlucky star and the world 
was against him. 
"The title of the cartoon was 
‘Traveler or Tramp?’ This question 
each of you must decide. 
Will you

Harrisburg, May 29 (AP).—A bill 
declaring r.it-down strikes "an un­ 
fair labor practice" in Pennsylvania 
was finally enacted by the general 
assembly today and sent to G over­ 
nor James. 
The 
measure 
cleared 
the 
leg­ 
islature finally as republican lead­ 
ers organized their forces to wind 
up the 1939 
session. 
Some 
pre­ 
dicted dawn Tuesday as the tim e for 
final adjournm ent. 
The measure, revising the state 
“little W agner" labor relation act 
was opposed by the state’s rival la­ 
bor organizations, the Pennsylvania 
Federation of Labor (A FL .) and the 
Pennsylvania Industrial Union coun­ 
cil (C I O ) . 
Final action was taken 
in 
the 
house in agreeing to senate am end­ 
m ents. 
The section outlawing "sit-down" 
strikes declares an employe guilty 
of "unfair labor practices" if 
he 
intim idates or coerces any employe 
in the choice of bargaining repre­ 
sentatives 
or 
union 
membership; 
joins a sit-down strike or seizes or 
dam ages an employer’s property; in ­ 
tim idates or coerces an employer to 
accede to certain labor demands. 
The bill also: 
Prohibits a member of the labor 
relations board from engaging in 
any business or political activities 
and from serving as an officer of any 
labor organization. 
Requires 
the 
board 
to 
respect 
craft unions' rights to decide 
for 
themselves, by majority vote, who 
should be their bargaining repre­ 
sentative 
Curtails the board's power to in­ 
validate legal contracts between em ­ 
ployers and employes. 
Requires the board to investigate 
labor 
disputes 
upon 
petition 
of 
either employer, labor organizations 
or 30 per cent of the employes of 
an appropriate unit. 
Forbids the “check-off” of union 
dues unless authorized by a secret, 
m ajority vote of the employes and 
w ritten 
individual 
authorization 
from each employe affected 
Two days past 
their

NAVY SAID TO 
BE INFLUENCED 
BY COMMUNISTS 


W ashington, May 29 (AP)—The 
i house committee on un-Am erican 
I activities, it was reported today, had 
decided to investigate naval officers’ 
! reports that communistic and other 
organizations have influenced the 
"loyalty, morality and discipline” of 
enlisted men. 
Rep. Francis E. W alter (D-Pa) 
I said that Chairm an Dies (D-Tex) of 
the committee had 
promised "to 
make a thorough investigation at 
i once" of Navy departm ent sta te ­ 
ments th at they had discharged "a 
number of enlisted m en” because of 
membership in groups considered 
"at, odds with the purpse of national 
I defense." 
The committee last week heard 
testimony th at anti-sem itic propa­ 
ganda was being sent to a group of 
persons which included some Army 
and Navy reserve officers. 
The Easton representative said he 
had turned over to Dies, at the le t­ 
ter's request, testimony of naval offi­ 
cers before a house judiciary sub­ 
committee during hearings on a bill 
to regulate subversive movements. 
The officers supported parts of the 
bill because they said th a t under 
I most circum stances they were pow- 
' erless to prevent circulation of com ­ 
munistic and other leaflets. 
Com ­ 
m ander Albert M. Bledsoe of the 
Navy's bureau of navigation, said 
during those hearings: 
"From time to time the Navy de­ 
partm ent receives word th at organi­ 
zations whose aims are considered 
inimical 
to those of 
the United 
States government are attem pting to 
influence, through subversive and 
seditious 
measures, 
the 
loyalty, 
morale and discipline of the enlisted 
personnel of the Navy. 
"These attem pts take the form of 
distribution of circulars and leaflets 
urging our men to violate their oath 
of allegiance and by personal con­ 
tact with tile men trying to influence 
adversely their discipline." 
Bledsoe added th at the cam paign 
had not been very successful because 
of the type of men the navy has 
been recruiting. 
But Lieut Ira H. 
Nunn, of the judge advocate gen­ 
eral’s office, testified: 
"I understand th at within recent 
m onths the Navy departm ent has 
found it necessary to discharge a 
num ber—I do not know the num ber 
—of enlisted men because of their 
m embership in communistic or o th ­ 
er organizations considered to be at 
odds with the purposes of national 
defense, x x x We simply discharge 
them as undesirable.”

To Burg Body 
Southern Soldier 
In Hagerstown 


After resting in an unfound grave 
for seventy-five years a C onfederate 
soldier will be buried w ith full m ili­ 
tary honors in 
W ashington Con­ 
federate c e m e t e r y on Sunday, 
June 4. 
The rem ains were uncovered last 
June 17, on the G ettysburg battle­ 
field about 150 yards northw est of 
“The Angle" and after having been 
identified as those of a Confederate 
soldier were 
turned 
over 
to the 
superintendent of the Antietam b at­ 
tlefield for burial In the confederate 
cemetery at Hagerstown. 
Confederate organizations suggest­ 
ed th a t the rem ains be held until 
Confederate Memorial Day for in ter­ 
ment, and S uperintendent Becken- 
baugh obtained perm ission from the 
National Park service to delay the 
interm ent until June 4. 
Workmen 
engaged 
in 
digging 
trenches for w ater lines for the e n ­ 
cam pm ent of the regular arm y units 


in connection with the 75th an n i­ 
versary celebration a t G ettysburg 
uncovered the shallow grave. 
The 
grave was about 16 inches in depth. 
In the excavation, which was carried 
on under the supervision of park 
technicians, a num ber of body bones 
as well as sections of the skull and 
several teeth, were found. 
Careful 
sifting of the ground in which the 
rem ains were found revealed two 
small white buttons, which appeared 
to be those of an undergarm ent and 
a blouse button. The blouse button 
found near the skull has been identi­ 
fied 
as 
a 
C onfederate 
infantry 
officer’s blouse button, 
The area in which the grave was 
located is shown on the ch art of 
tem porary burial plots as a Con­ 
federate 
burial 
ground 
extending 
from the Emm itsburg road eastw ard 
to a line near this grave. 
As the 
rem ains were found along the bor­ 
derline of this burial plot, it is 
thought, a t the tim e of the ex­ 
hum ation of C onfederate bodies and 
their removal to southern cemeteries, 
th a t this grave was overlooked. 
It is believed th a t this soldier was 
a member of H eth’s division which 
supported t h e l e f t of Pickett's 
division during Longstreet's assault 


on the afternoon of July 3, 1863. 
At the request of Superintendent 
Beckenbaugh the funeral ceremonies 
will be in charge of Morris Frock 
past, American Legion, Hagerstown, 
and the rem ains will be accorded 
full m ilitary honors.
